W ym an as chief 
of police. 
A restraining order was 
asked on the ground that under the 
now (ode W ym an was not a member 
of the classified service, and therefore 
ineligible. The case has attracted wide 
.mention throughout the state. 
Solicitor Davidson was present when 
th*- decision was given and at once 
served notice of appeal to the circuit 
court. 
After recapitulating the allegations 
:n the petition and the answer of the 
efendants, Judge Hole gave his de­ 
li, tho full text of which follows: 
Counsel on both sides took some 
time during the arguments of the case

manner in which both counsel referred

“ So far as the first claim is con­ 
cerned; that is. that personal solici­ 
tations were made in behalf of John 
W ym an, the court intim ated at 
the

of the m atter, I have found no reason 
to change my opinion. 


‘‘Practically the only testim ony upon

Charles OUI, who stated that the may­ 
or on the day that W ym an was ap­ 
pointed as tem porary chief of police, 
said to him in explaining why Gill had 
not been appointed, th at there had 
been great pressure brought to bear 
upon him.

There was no evi­

of this kind the court cannot infer 
that unlawful solicitations were made, 
but the tact must be d e a rly 
shown 
by the party m aking such claims. F ur­ 
therm ore, it does not appear that these 
solicitations, if made, w ere for any­ 
thing more than till' appointm ent 
of 
Bernie one as tem porary chief of police, 
and not as a permanent incumbent of 
that office.

“W h ile there are reasonable grounds 
for this disagreement between coun­ 
sel, and w hile section

name as an incumbent as to certify 
the names o f the incumbents who had 
been serving at the tim e of the pas 
sage of the act.

“Hut, however this may be. a cart 
ful reading of the other provisions of 
the code has convinced me that the 
cla#fiifle\i| list *<rom w hich 'an appoint 
ment is to be made, is the register 
or list provided for by section 164.

If the classified list meant that origi­ 
nal list. as insisted upon by plaintiff's 
counsel, then there would be a vacan­ 
cy forever, unless these incumbents 
qualified by taking the exam ination, 
which tncy are not bound to do, but 
have a right to hold their office with 
out any such examination 
Surely this 
was not intended by the lawm akers. 
"The list provided for in section 158 
refers rather to the classified service 
than to the classified list. 
And as no 
one can pass Into office 
except

name go upon the register and except 
he be one of the three highest upon 
the register, the construction Insisted 
u|H>n by plaintiffs counsel would prac­ 
tically annul the whole m erit of

NO SHOW OF FAVORITISM 


And 
the 
Candidates W ho 
Pass the 
Best Exam ination W ill Be Certified 
By the Board as Eligible, the Mayor 
to Make H it Selection. 


Accepting the decision of 
Judge 
Hole in the W ym an case as final, the 
board of public safety and 
Mayor 
W eaver have determ ined to carry on 
the proceedings for the selection of 
a chief of police as fast as possible. 
At the meeting of the board this even­ 
ing the mayor will offllcally notify the 
mem bers that then* is a vacancy in 
the office of chief of police and the 
mem bers w ill take im m ediate steps 
to continue the exam ination of appd 
cants for the position. 
W h en the board was Inform ed by 
Solicitor Davidson that he had filed a 
petition in common pleas court asking 
that the board be restrained from cer­ 
tify in g the name o f John W ym an to 
the m ayor for appointm ent to the posi­ 
tion, the board decided to take no fur­ 
ther action along the line of exam ina­ 
tions until the case was settled. 
They 
knew that there was a vacancy and 
were w orking in anticipation of filling 
it, but there are certain red tape meas­ 
ures that have to be taken before an 
appointm ent can be made, and they 
would not dare certify any names until 
it is carried out in detail. 
M ayor W eaver stated soon after the 
decision of Judge Hob- was given him 
that 
he would very lik e ly give the. 
proper notification to the board this 
evening. 
A mem ber of the board said 
no doubt action would be taken on it 
im m ediately by a decision to complete 
the examinations. 
This w ill not take 
long, as every applicant, num bering in 
the neighborhood of 20. has been test 
cd on every point except th e ir ability 
in penmanship. 
Though the impression 
is general 
that there is nothing possible or ^m>- 
tab le that would prevent the appoint­ 


m e n t o f John W ym an as the perman­ 
ent chief, it is known that if there are 
throe applicants better qualified to fill 
the position than W ym an , they 
will 
be certified to the mayor. 
The board 
em phatically states there w ill he no 
p artia lity .or favoritism . '

This fact will give the public a. qrtes 
ion over which much debate can be 
had. 
However, as was shown at Lis­

Cleveland, December 3.—The wages 
of the men engaged in making steel 


and iron in this territory are being re­ 
duced. and it is understood th at this 
is done with the consent of the men 
themselves. 
The operators of the blast furnaces 
and of steel mills have told their em ­ 
ployes th a t unless they can cut prices, 
and at the sam e time reduce the cost 
of production slightly, tile mills must 
stop producing, and the whole force 
be thrown out of employment. 
The 
men have, therefore, consented to work 
for less money than they have been 
getting. 
It is said that th e test eases as far 
as Cleveland is concerned, was made 
tho mills of the American Steel 
and Wire company. 
Th*1 men were 
first sounded as to whether they would 
accept a reduction in wages. 
Just be­ 
fore this was done the United State? 
Steel corporation had made its an 
nouncement that the salaries of offi- 
cers would be ru t heavily, running 
from 15 to 35 per rent. 
That 
an 
nouncement was followed by the agree­ 
ment of the blast furnace owners of 
the valleys to curtail production 25 
per cent during the fourth quarter of 
the year. 
That In turn was followed 
by the necessity of the steel mills to 
make reductions in tho amount of fin­ 
ished material turned out, and occa­ 
sionally a mill would shut down with 
other mills running on “short turns.’’ 
Tho steel m akers at Newburg had 
been following the developments in the 
steel trade, and when tho proposal 
was made to them that they consent 
to a slight reduction in wages, they 
consented to tho arrangement. 
In ac­ 
cordance a cut in wages w ent into ef­ 
fect there yesterday. 
The decision of 
die Newburg mills having been so sa t­ 
isfactory, the sam*1 proposal was made 
to th*1 workmen at th*1 HF’ Nail W orks 
and they consented to the arrangem ent 
also. 
The out went into effect yester­ 
day at that mill, too. 
The ofticers of the steel mills have 
gone about making th*1 reduction In a 
way which is said to be satisfactory 
to all concerned. 
The wages of the 
men who get small pay have been cut 
the least, while those who are getting 
the higher wages have been cut th*1 
more heavily. 
It is said that the av­ 
erage reduction aimed at Is IO per cent. 
The cuts have been Ro unevenly dis­ 
tributed, however, that it is hard to 
give anything concrete on the matter. 
It is known that the mills In Cleve­ 
land have shown that they are able to 
produce steel economically. Their suc­ 
cess in that way has led the steel cor 
poratlon 
officials 
to include 
them 
among the num ber of mills to be re­ 
tained in service when a curtailment 
of production is necessary. 
The ac­ 
tion of the workmen at the Newburg 
and the other mills of the steel corpor­ 
ation here has further clinched the 
proposition, and It is now understood 
In ste'd circles that Cleveland mills 
will be kept in service when others 
have been put out of business. 
The Cleveland blast furnaces have 
not yet reached the point where reduc 
lions in wages ar*1 being made. 
Hut 
it is common rumor in steel circles 
that individual owners of blast fur 
nae*1* in the valleys have been able 
to rome to understandings with t**Hr 
employes which will permit a reline 
Hon in wages. 
The valley situation 
has not been good f o r the Ironmakers 
of lat«*. 
The price of Northern ore 
has been high. 
In addition the coat 
of labor has been higher than It has 
been In th© South where tho furnaces 
compete with those in this territory. 
The coke prices have also bees high. 
it has been estimated that it has cost 
nearly $14 a ton to produce pig Iron 
In the valley. 
The S outhers furnaces have been 
selling the sam? grade of iron deliv­ 
ered In Cleveland at $13.75. 
The val­ 
ley furnaces, therefore, either had to 
cut wages or close furnaces. 
Now 60 
per cent of th© slacks in the valleys 
ar*1 shut down temporarily for lack of 
business, 
T he men were told of th** 
Situation, ami advised to accept lower 
wages, and business could be done 
again, 
The men wanted work ami in 
many Instances have accepted lower 
wages The whole situation, therefore, 
it is claimed, lias been cleared up, aud 
the Steel producers believe that better 
times ar*1 ahead. 
In the valleys it v r*s not a movement 
where th© associated furnaces dealt 
with the united workmen, but rather 
the individual furnace owners went to 
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their own employes and the agreement 
was reached. 
By th*1 very nature of 
the agreement it is impossible to say 
Just 
what 
tlie.se 
reductions 
have 
amounted to, although it is understood 
that the average aimed at is IO per 
cont.

supply should heed. Tho danger. In­ 
stead of diminishing, is growing con­ 
stantly. 
Population of urban commu­ 
nities ie, increasing rapidly, and 
the 
general disposition 
is 
to 
use 
the 
streams, both small and large, for the* 
disposal of sewage. 
The Ohio river 
and its tributaries above Kus! Liver­ 
pool 
drain 
a district populated by 
more than a million and a half of peo­ 
ple. To say that tile water is purified 
in passing tho distance of 45 milos 
from Pittsburg, receiving en route the 
sewage from the populous valleys of 
the Beaver, Sheuango and Mahoning, 
is to fly in the face of common sense 
and reason. 
A grave peril menaces 
this city, which uses this water until 
tcred and unpurified, anti the same is

Seven years ago. says the paper, the 
physician in question saw in a medi­ 
cal journal a letter from a New Eng­ 
land country practitioner 
which re­ 
counted the success which he had ex­ 
perienced in breaking up typhoid fever 
in its early stages with small doses of 
largely diluted carbolic 
acid. 
The 
prevailing belief In 
medical 
circles 
was that an internal antiseptic condi­ 
tion could not be induced. 
The P itts­ 
burg physician, on the contrary, believ­ 
ed that the infected system could be 
sterilised and his experience of seven 
years lias convinced him that he made 
no mistake. 
The treatm ent is as fol­ 
lows; 
“The dose of carbolic acid is from 
five drops for an adult—and even up 
to ten in severe eases—down to one 
or two drops for small children, given 
every two or three hours in ordinary 
eases and hourly in severe ones. 
It 
is taken in two ounces of water for 
each dose, and positive stress is laid 
on the dilution in order to disseminate 
the antiseptic effect of the carbolic 
acid as widely as possible. 
For the 
same reason a liquid diet is insisted on 
for the patient, as any solid food may 
interfere with tho effect of the acid 
on the germs, 
o f course, the details 
should be under the advice of a com­ 
petent physician. 
The experience of 
this physician does no! cover any test 
of carbolic acid as a preventive of ty­ 
phoid, since in ordinary practice the 
infection is rarely suspected till 
the 
actual appearance of the disease. But 
in a case like that of Butler, where 
ail who have drunk the raw water are 
in danger of infection, he is certain 
from the logic of the subject that a 
drop o rtwo of carbolic acid taken in 
two claires of water three times 
a

Pittsburg and other large cities, the 
Pittsburg Dispatch 
makes 
an 
an­ 
nouncement that is interesting 
and 
may prove to be important. 
The pa­ 
per quotes a physician of that city 
to the effect that he has found a rem­ 
edy which, in seven years’ practice, 
has never failed to break up typhoid 
fever in its early stages. 
Tho Dis­ 
patch, moreover, has positive knowl­ 
edge of two cases in which the remedy 
proved effective. 
Seven years ago. says the paper, the 
physician iii question saw in a medi­ 
cal journal a letter from a New Eng­ 
land country practitioner 
which re­ 
counted the success which he had ex­ 
perienced in breaking up typhoid fever 
in its early stages with small (loses of 
largely diluted catholic 
acid. 
Tho 
prevailing belief in 
medical 
circles 
was that an internal antiseptic condi­ 
tion could not be induced. 
The Pitts­ 
burg physician, on the contrary, believ­ 
ed that tin* infected system could be 
sterilized aud his experience of seven 
years has convinced him that he made 
no mistake. 
The treatment is as fol­ 
lows: 
“The dose of carbolic acid is from 
five drops for an adult—and even up 
to ten in severe cases—down to one 
or two drops for small children, given 
every two or three hours in ordinary 
cases and hourly in severe ones. 
It 
is taken in two ounces of water for 
each dose, and positive stress is laid 
on the dilution in order to disseminate 
the antiseptic effect of the carbolic 
acid as widely as possible. 
For the 
same reason a liquid diet is insisted on 
for the patient, as any solid food may 
interfere with tho effect of the acid 
on th** germs. 
Of course, the details 
should be under the advice of a com­ 
petent physician. 
The experience of 
this physician does no! cover any test 
of carbolic acid as a preventive of ty­ 
phoid, since in ordinary practice the 
infection is rarely suspected t TI I 
the 
actual appearance of the disease. But 
in a case like that of Butler, where 
all who have drunk tile raw water are 
in danger of infection, bt* is certain 
from the logic of the subject that a 
drop o rtwo of carbolic acid taken in 
two ounces of water three times 
a 
day will prove an efficient prophylac­ 
tic ” 
For reasons that will be obvious to 
the medical fraternity the physician 
refuses to permit the use of his name, 
but the paper offers the suggestion and 
experience for what they are worth, 
vouching for the fact that in the cases 
of two members of its s t a f f the t r e a t ­ 
ment was effective. 
The Butler epi­ 
demic furnishes a fine field for test­ 
ing the remedy. 
There is nothing to 
lose and much to gain, and if it shall 
prove to be effective a distinct for 
ward step will have been taken in com 
bating a fearful scourge.

Roosevelt 
came 
home from Europe with the other mem­ 
bers of his father's family in 1873, he 
immediately began preparation for col­ 
lege under the direction of Arthur H. 
Cutler, who was running 
a 
private 
school for boys. 
He completed in two 
years what usually occupied three. His 
parents laid emphasis on mathematics, 
elementary science, Latin and history, 
while modern languages were studied 
under native teachers. He was com­ 
pelled to keep up his studies at Oyster 
Bay during the summer, although it 
was not so severe as iii the city during 
the rest of the year. 
Mr. Cutler says of those 
days: 
“How much informal study there was 
President Roosevelt alone can tell, for 
his mind was attracted in many direc­ 
tions then as now. The young man 
never seemed to know what idleness 
was, and every leisure moment would 
find the last novel, s o m e English clas­ 
sic or some book on natural history in 
his hand. 
“This study of natural history was 
his chief recreation. He had an unus­ 
ually l a r g e collection 
of 
birds 
and 
small animals, shot and mounted by 
himself, and ranging in habitat 
from 
Egypt to the woods of Pennsylvania. 
“In his excursions outside the city 
his rifle was always with him, and the 
outfit of a taxidermist was in use on 
every camping trip.

extra men need not. lie in the classified 
list, would be a foolish and inconsis­ 
tent stipulation. 
“ The holding of the court therefore 
is that the classified list from Which 
the appointment of chief of police is 
to lie made, is the register to be made 
up and prepared try the board of pub­ 
lic safety from the result of the ex­ 
aminations made by said hoard, and 
if John W. Wyman was 
eligible

take this examination, and if the re­ 
sult of that examination showed him 
to be one of

“ ‘The hoard shall, by its rules, pro­ 
vide for the promotions in the classi­ 
fied service, on the basis of ascertain­ 
ed merit, and seniority in service, and 
on examination, and shall provide in 
all cases where It is practicable, that 
vacancies shall he filled by promotion. 
Examinations for promotions may be 
competitive or non-competitive, as the 
board may determine, among members 
of the next lower rank, and It shall 
he the duty of the board to submit to 
the mayor the names of not more than 
three applicants having the 
highest 
rating for each promotion. 
R U L E S G O VERN IN G 
T H E EX A M IN A T IO N S 
“ ‘The method of examination and 
the rules governing the same and the 
method of certifying shall lie the same 
as provided for applicants for original 
appointment,’ From this provision it 
would seem that there is a distinction 
between examinations for original ap­ 
pointment and examinations for pro­ 
motions, and inasmuch as no examina­ 
tion for promotion has yet been held, 
it is not necessary 
that 
the 
court 
should now determine what the duty 
of the hoard might be after such an 
examination had been made, but it is 
sufficient to say here, as was intimated 
in the opinion on the demurrer in tills 
ease, that the court would not inter­ 
fere with the discretion of any board 
or mayor as to the practicability of an 
appointment, in the absence of testi­ 
mony showing fraud or bad faith upon 
the part of the officers charged with 
determining tbat question. 
“ The holding of the court thereof is, 
(lint inasmuch as there was not suffl- 
dent testimony to show that John W. 
Wyman was ineligible to take the ex­ 
amination, there is no reason why the 
board of public safety should lie en­ 
joined as prayed for in the petition.

P R E M A T U R E L Y BROUGHT. 
“ It seems front the testimony that 
on tit*- day the examination was had 
it was agreed that no further action 
should lie taken until this ease should 
be heard aud determined by the court. 
it appears by the testimony of some 
mem hers of tin* board t bat the grades, 
while not finally 
determined, 
were 
sufficiently inspect cd to enable them 
to say that Wyman and some other 
applicants had received grades higher 
than 75 per cent, that being the mini­ 
mum provided for by the rules of the 
board; but it also appeared by the tes­ 
timony that no official report liar! been 
received from the medical examiner 
as to the physical qualifications of ap­ 
plicants aud the board had not yet 
passed upon their moral qualifications, 
as they would have to do before pla* 
lug thor names upon the register.

NO OCCASION FO R 
R E S T R A IN IN G MAYOR 
“ From this view of the case, even if 
it were clearly shown that the mayor 
is threatening to appoint John W. Wy 
man, if certified, there would he no oc­ 
casion to restrain him from so doing 
unless John W. Wym an is Ineligible 
to appointment for the fourth reason 
to which I have referred, viz., that his 
appointment would, of itself, reduce 
in rank and pay some one of tho pa­ 
trolmen. 
Tho provision of section 167 
ttiat no officer shall be romevod or rf 
duced in rank or pay, simply protec ts 
tho officer in tho 
position 
he 
now 
holds, and does not, of itself, entitle 
him to promotion or to any special con­ 
sideration beyond that 
of 
resigning 
his present position. 
"The ordinance adopted by council 
which provided that the police depart­ 
ment should only have seven patrol­ 
men, also provided that nothing in Hie 
ordinance should be construed so as 
to reduce in rank or pay any officer 
then serving. 
It is claimed that this 
provision is inconsistent with tho or­ 
ganization of the department as made 
in the former sections of 
tho 
ordi­ 
nance, but a little thought shows that 
these sections can lie readily recon­ 
ciled. 
“ Tho ordinance properly construed 
simply means that so long as the pres­ 
ent incumbents of the police force re­ 
main in the offices they now hold, the 
number of patrolmen shall be eight, 
but that as soon as any one of these 
ball die, resign or lie removed for 
cause, or la* promoted, that hereafter 
there shall only lie seven patrolmen, 
aa provided in the scheme for peimm­ 
inent organization of the department. 
Tlio council had no power to reduce 
uny one in rank or pay. but bad power 
to make the number as many less as 
they deemed advisable, but of course 
the ordinance could not lie made ef­
